To-day Germany had tele- 
graphic communication with Clue J'oo 
and Shanghai, but was unable to get 
couiiectious with Tien Tsin tind Taku.

London, Juno 10— (3 a, m.)— Lord Rob- 
erts, according to a Boer despatch from 
Maehadodorp, si'iit a message to Coiil- 
niandenl-General Botlia on June 1.3, sug- 
gesting disarmament and coniplimeiitiiig 
the bravery of tlie burghers. It was 
pointed out that tile surrender would be 
without dishonor to the burghers, and 
wo.ild prevent much suffering. 

Gen. Botha askeil for a six days' 
armistice in order to confer and consider. 
Lord Roberts consented to five days. 
Finally Gen. Bothn declined to accept 
the proposition, and hostilities were re- 
newed. The Boer couimandoes are re- 
tiring on Middleburg, followed by the 
British cavalry and artillery, occasional 
shells reaching the rear guards. The 
Boers are destroying the bridges behind 
(hem, carrying off provisions and cattle, 
and leaving ^e country barren. 

Advices from Machadodorp, say the 
Boers have on abundance of arms and 
.'iminunition, with dynamite and oxen, 
and that they are preparing heavy 
wagon trains for a retreat ,t9. the Ly<ien- 
I'ert' district, where the chiefs, notwith- 
s(aiiding rumors to the contrary, are de- 
termined to smke a stand. 

The Boers continue to work the Bar- 
berton mines, says a despatch from 
Eoreuzo Marques, and there are eight 
carloads of bar gold, valued at £5,000,000 
sterling, with President Kniger. 

Mr. Steyn, in his proclamation declar- 
ing tie' Oroiige River Colony still free 
and independent, says tlie fact tliat the 
army is yet in the field renders Lord 
RobOTts' annexation contrary to inter- 
national law. 

In a despatch to the war office from 
Pretoria, dated yesterday, Lord Roberts 
says that Gen, Baden-Powell has just 
arrived 'there. . 

The Lorenzo Marques correspondent of 
the Times, under yesterday's date, sjiys: 
" Judge ;\'a(i.Leuweu; who left Pretoria 
with" a permit 'from the military govern- 
ment, is understood to have been (Jio 
bearer of a verbal message from tlie 
liritish nuthorities to 'President ICruger, 
to the effect that if he would snn-ender 
now ho would not be sent out of tJio 
country. Van Leuweii was unable to 
see Mr. Kruger, but when passing 
through Machadodorp be told State Sec- 
H'tarj- Reitz. The hitter scouted the 
idea at surrender.- 

Mr. R. H. H. Fortnin, head of the 
lYansviuiI secret service, is taking to 
Europe very important secret doc-uiiieiits. 

Jjorenzo Marques, June IS— ^AIi-s. Reitz, 
wife of the Transvaal state secretary, 
sailed for Europe to-day, accompanied by 
her family. 

London, June 18,— A despatch from 
Capetown says it is reporteil there tliat 
President Kruger is in a feeble condi- 
tion. 



TAKING THE FORTS. 

Description of the Fight by the London 
Times. 

London, June 19.— The Slinnghai cor- 
respondent of the Times, under yester- 
day's date gives the following descnp- 
tioii, siiid to be taken from ollleml 
sources, of the action at Taku: On the 
afternoon of .lime ll'>, in view of the 
liirge bullies of Chinese troops assembling 
at the forts, and of the fact that tor- 
pedoes had been bud in tlie river and 
that all comnmuieation was interrupted, 
the naval eoniiiiaiiders held a coiineil 
and decided to send an ultimatum, c:Ul- 
ing for the disbaiidment oi' the truops 
and aiinouucing that if this demand were 
not complied with before 2 a.m. of Uie 
fidlowing day. the united siiuudron 
would destro.\ the forts. 

" Sborllv after midnight the forUs 
opened lire; the British, French, Gel- 
man, Kussiaii and Japanese warships re- 
plied Tv.-> of the forts were blown up 
and the rest were carried l>y 
Two British, one American luid five Chi- 
nese warships aro in Cheo Foo harbor. 



CHIEF SAMOKY 

Has Died in Captivity in " Libreville."

troni disaster, and the former says that 
not for a ••euliiis potlatch " of .'sillO,(iUI» 
"ill he iiaitieipale in such an eventful 
trip iiKain. and Capt. I!ncl;holi/. does not 
.M'arn for it. It was a terrihle tri|i, and 
one which will no donbl ;;o down in the 
annals of the marine hislm-v of the 
rar-ilic Coast. 

On .May 11!, soon after leavini; Dutch 
llarhor the si'coiid time, the sti'iimer had 
her most narrow escape from destruction. 
■ iiid the a W i lli riiiiior sent abroad 
from the Sound was close to beiuK a 
tact. After mooring; to the pack, wait- 
iinc and watchiiiL; th.' miles ami miles of 
ice, the li.okotll in the crow's nest on the 
foremast had iriveii the welcome news 
that there was a lead, Capt, ItiK'kholtz 
lollowed the o|ieii Water with his ^dasses 
;is far as ihe eje coiinl see, as he had on 
many a previous occasion on the tri|i, 
when the steamer and passen..;e-.s would 
have been ri-ked had he made a miscal- 
I'ulalioii. The lead seemed oiieii, and 
the hell on the briiL'e lin.iiled. The wait- 
ing' eimiiierrs lieanl the siiriial and the 
ir..icliiucr.\' airaili bewail to move. 

The steamer slowly sli'anied down the 
river bet ween the great territories of ice. 
On she wi'iit until, as night began to fall, 
the channel was iiolicnl in he getting 
liercepl ilil.\ slllllller. It W .IS bill CD or 
Yd fi'et across when the ice was droplied. 
I 'apt. liiieklioli;;— who has not only !iis 
sealing experience, but his afori'liine 
"haling training— thought tlie packs 
were ot lield ice. and reasoned that llu' 
steatncr was piMi'ectly safe. 

At 1..">(I a. 111., though, there was a cry, 
and ('aiit. liiickbidtz was awakencii froni 
his short sle"|). The ice was moving. 
.\s he rnsbeil i>n deck in the dim half 
light of the .\ictic innrn. be saw that the 
iiiilooketl for danger had come. Tlu' ice 
was sliding forward, and, to the con- 
sleiiiation of all. it was -^eeii to be coin- 
iii.^- logi^ther behind. Tb(> far-away 
riinililiiig sooi', bei'ame a roar. Sonie- 
tliing had to be done, and done (piickly, 
to save the steamer and tlie lives of the 
ITo laisseiigers who were peacefully 
sleeping, all nneonsi-ioiis of the danger. 

Hticklioltz, 
down the tube to the eiiginerooni, "crowd 
on all the t^team yiui've got." 

The grimy coal passers, [jerspiring, al- 
though the Icy water was chilling the 
now brittle iron plates until the steamer 
was like a refrigerator, threw fuel into 
the furnaces. Steam pressure grew 
higher ae the engines turned over and 
the propeller swirled faster and faster. 

It wa« a race such as seldom has been 
witnessed,

and in an awful form. The steamer won, 
tboilgh. and the reaper threw down his 
sickle, but the distance was narrow. An 
tlie steamer was making the last few 
liundriMl feet her siiUvi all but grazed the 
ice. She was frre, tliough — and when 
the breakfast bell rang the pas- 
KcnKerH asficnibled, some to com- 
plain of the teiliuin of the voyage, and all 
ignorant of their encounter with the dan- 
gers of a few hours before. 

This is but one of the many instances 
of the adventures oi' the .\liiha in the 
ice-pack. There were many other in- 
I'idi'iils and some as equally trying to 
the nerves. 

Till' whole i)a.s<^age wat< spent in skirl- 
ing the torn berg edges, and wiien the 
open leads of fir. water were oliscrved 
plllligilig into tbot^e wdiicll seemed to offer 
a favorable chance to work iinrthward. 
To detail the eventful passaL'e, the 
steamer left Vicioria on .\])ril (i, X'aiieoii- 
ver a day later and I'liioii on the Sih — 
a month before any of the .\ineriean 
Hteiiiiiers sailed.

At times he would be 
lying undcd: the lee of a monster monntain 
of ice, then nil that barred the way would 
be a vast acreage of balf-siinken ice. The 
blink— as sailers call the rellei-t ion of llie 
sun's rays from the ice- was almost

On the -.") Si. (icor^'e, the lower ol' the 
Seal islai'.ils, \cas t-i;,'blcil. It was set in 
a continent of ice and niia|iproaclialiIe, 
Lai-fzc i|liaiilitics ot di'taclicil ice were 
alt^o visible. I'be weather was line hut 
colli, mill the steamer ^^■as snrroumleil by 
ilritt-ice. She t^teaincil out of the pack 
into the free water ami followed the 
soiilb litnil of the ice. Next day— the 
2Ttli— she was still followiiij; the ice; the 
following day. too, the ice was skirted, 
the US meridian beiiit; then cru«sed. The 
liTth, loo, she followed the face of the 
Kreat doe, and at 1:20 p.m. on the 30th, 
the sea of old Admiral Behring had been 
all but cposMi'd — the steamer wan with- 
in 112 miles ot the const of Siberia, and

that WU8 isafe to follow .vas seen, llie 
gold fields were behind a liarrler af heavy 
tiuld-tcc that the Itussuin iiteumer Krmak 
wouUi have found hard -work to break. 

The water tanks were running low, and 
the ice forbade a further northward 
nioveincnt, t>o the steamer headed back 
to Dutch Harbor. She follo-wed the face 
of the ice, and when pa»jiu^ St. (ieorKc, 
on .May Ti, she tiaw the wlialer Korluk 
fa.st in the ice lo the north of the island 
of the seal rookeries. On the Ttli tho 
steamer returned to Dutch Harbor, where 
the Hero wan seen .'lud a mail dcspatcued.

It lead through Cook's 
strait, and it waa as she was making the 
last part of the voyage through this chan- 
nel, wliich was full of detached ice, that 
the hair-raisinig adventure a.bove de- 
scribed — her narrowest of narrow es- 
capes—occurred. Gradually tJie ice 
clut?ed in behind her, and bad it not been 
for the rcnistance of the Idgh promon- 
tories of ice, which crushed slowly, and 
the i rookcdne.-i^ of the channel, the en- 
gines would have never driven her fast 
enou.^h to escape being cfushcd. The 
steamer, however, torcc<l her way 
through into the free water and was soon 
I'll t'ape \'ancouvcr. 'i'b.U day t>bc was 
free again for a run of 120 tuUen through

It was then tluit another trying en- 
counter with the pack occurred. Caiit.

northerly of tlie Pribylofl's — and into it 
the Alpha ran. It was. however, u liliud 
lead, ami for four lonj;, watchful days 
'tlie steflmcr iniS ^vithPflt nri outlet 
before or behind. Ail effoHo {(i extri- 
cate the iron vessel were unavailing until 
at length, after four day.s, iinprisoiinieiit. 
a lend was found to the eastward, and 
the Bteamcr was soon anchored in free 
water. 

A heavy gale lilew next day, hud the 
^ie;^nle^ roinaiiiiHl at anchor. She was 
uliligi'd. however, to wc^igli liiM' anchor 
freiinently, or one of the swiftly pro- 
Ijcileil masses of ici' which sailed before 
the gale might have struck her too 
brittle platPS. 

On the 7th slio got out of tlie ice ngnin, 
and on tli(> 0th steamed through Tlniinnk 
Pass.

The approaeli of I lie long vacation of 
the Siipreine court, which commences 
July 2, has hud tlie effect of having a 
large nulnber of trials set down for hear- 
ing iliiring the next two we(d<s. Of 
lliese trials the inosi iniporlani, as in- 
volving the largest amount of money, is

,Iime 2,S, ISilS. ilr. Williams was one of 
the original shareholders in the I.e Uoi

London, June 18.— Shanghai is to the 

front again with the statement that the 
Taku forts have been occupied by the 
iuteruational troops. 

. According to a Obee Foo special sev- 
enteen forts opened fire uiwn the war- 
shiiw, whereupon tlio fleet replied in kind 
and silenced tUo Chinese guuH, and the 
international forces subsequently lauded 
and seized the forte. 

The news of this engagement is stated 
to have been brought to Ghee Foo 'by a 
Japanese warship, but the date of the 
occupation is not given. 

According to a dttspatch, the Chinese 
liombarduieiit followed an ultimatum 
r^eiit hy the commanders of the tleet. 

Loudon, June IS. — In the Hotise of 
Commons, Mr. Boderick to-day, for the 
government, amplified the admiralty's 
news from Cbee Foo. lie said the Jai>- 
anese war ships reported that the Chi- 
nese forts opened fire ou the guuboats at 
tile mouth of the river yesterday, 12:30 
a.m., that the ships theu engaged the 
forts, and that the enga.gcment was pro- 
ceeding when the .lapnncse shi|w left at 
.")::!0 a.m. ycfterday. 1 )i'taclinienttj from 
all the ffueign warships weri' landed on 
Saturday to protect Taku. There Wiis 
one Ohines'.' warship at Taku, which re- 
mained passive. Mr. Hrodcriek added 
that the I'.rilish. .Ktissian, .lapanese and 
l'"reuch reinforcemeiius wiae due to ar- 
rive about Thursday. Within the last 
hour Mr. Boderick said he had heard that 
the telegraph line from Taku to Tien 
Tc--iii had berii restored. 

Simla, .luiie IS. --In conscaiueiice of the 
gravity of the Chinese situation the 
Seventh Bengal infantry has been order- 
ed to proceed to lloiigkoug. 

New York, .luue IS.— The extreme 
gravity of the Chinese crisis iu the lyee 
of the British governineiit, says the Lon^ 
don corretipoiulcnt ot the World, is 
shown liy decision to detach a division 
(10,000 men) ot infantry, three batter- 
ies of artillery and a siege train from 
the Natal (Sir Uedvers Buller's) forces 
for immedintu <despatch to China. 

\Vhen asked how many troops he 
could spare from Africa, Hoherts at first 
repli(Kl that he could not spare a single 
man until he fought a decisive battle 
with Gen, Botha, the commandant-gen- 
eral of tlie Boer army, as the sending 
away of any part of the British force 
would encourage the Itoers to prolong 
their resifitauce, but when the govern- 
ment pressed the demnnd Roberts con- 
sented to the use of the above inentioiieil 
force from Huller'n command.
